PRESIDENT'S VETO FEARED 


oar Urges House Leaders to 
Stand by President. 


Senate Resolution a Violation of 
International Law. 


Request for a Conference May

PROGRAMME NOT DECIDED ON. 


Should the Resolutions Result in 
War, Revenue Measures Will Be 
Presented at Once and Army Re.- 
organization Bill Will Be Passed, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Tomorrow 
the difficult task of adjusting the dif- 
ferences between the Senate and House 
on the Cuban resolutions begins. The 
rock on which the two houses split is 
the recognition of independence of the 
Cuban republic, which recognition was 
incorporated in ihe Senate resolution. 
Were that clause eliminated, nothing 
would have prevented immediate con- 
currence by the House, as the great 
majority of the Republicans of the 
lower branch of Congress are eager for 
a conclusion. But the action of the 
Senate declaring for the recognition of 
Cuba’s independence against the direct 
and specific recommendations of the 
President has given the conservatives 


although in certain quarters it was as- 
serted that a Presidential veto would 
be overridden. 

The suggestion that the President 
might sign the resolution and send a 
message to Congress saying the clause 


recognizing the independence of Cuba 


was ultra vires, beyond the jurisdiction 
of Congress, was frowned upon by the 
President's friends. Those whu were 
in favor of concurrence in the Senate 
resolution were not particularly active 
oday, but some of them are showing 
determination. At one time today it 
was said thirty-three Republicans had 
agreed to vote for concurrence, but 
this could not be confirmed, and the 
conservatives are confident that not 
half that number will break over the 
traces. 

They realize, however, that the chief 
danger lies in a possible stampede. If 
twenty-five Republicans join the Demo- 
crats and Pepulists in voting for con- 
currence, the resolutions go te the 
President as passed by the Senate. 
Should the little band of Republicans 
who will vote to concur, make the re- 
sult. doubtful, it is feared that many 
others will go over in a body. Some 
of them have made their acquiescence 


mal 


in the programme mapped out de- 
pendent upon the ability of the Re- 
publicans to carry it out. If the reso- 


lutions are to be concurred in they say 
they. cannot afford to be out at the 
death. They say they could not justify 
such a course with their constituents. 
It is said many. of the’ western Ke- 
publicans have been besieged by their 


-constituents today to vote for the Sen- 


ate resolutions. 

The whole programme for tomorrow 
has not been absolutely decided upon. 
Something will depend upon the situa- 
tion as it appears when the final re- 
ports are made to the Speaker in the 
morning. The Speaker, however, will 
hold that the resolutions as amended 
do not have to go to the committee, 
but a motion to concur or non-concur 
is in order. This will bring the whole 
question immediately before the House. 
It has not yet been decided whether 


the motion shall be to non-concur with 


a request for a conference, or to con- 
cur with an amendment striking out 
the recognition of independence, and 
perhaps making other slight amend- 
ments in the other sections of the Sen- 
ate resolution. 


In the latter case the position of the 


House would be definitely outlined and 
might be more satisfactory to the radi- 
cal Republicans, who are suspiciously 
narrow of conferences. MBut in either 
event, except in the improbabie one 
that the Senate would accept the House 
amendment without further action, the 
resolutions would go to conference. 
There has been considerable  criti- 
cism of the wording of the Senate 
amendment today. Gen. Grosvenor said 
the resolutions which are t. } -ar the 
inspection of the world should at least 
be “grammatical and diplomatic.” 
There is a strong intimation that delay 
is what is desired by those opposed to 
war in the hope of some action by the 
Spanish Cortes. A hope is expressed 
that Mr. Hitt, chairman™“of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee, who has been 
quite ill, but who is much better, will 
be able to be in his place tomorrow.

One of the most prominent Repub- 
licans leaders on the floor of the House 
denominated that portion of the Senate 
resolutions a “direct assault’ upon the 
President which no loyal Republican 
could endorse, and updn this theory 
Speaker Reed and his lieutenants have 
been proceeding today in their cam- 
paign against concurrence in the Sen- 
ate resolutions. 

All day long the Speaker’s rooms at 
the Shoreham have been like the -head- 
quarters of the commander-in-chief of 
an army. He has consulted with his 
lieutenants, Messrs. Dingley of Maine, 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, Cannon of Il- 
liois, Grosvenor of Ohio and Payne of 
New York. He has seen Messrs. Joy 
of Missouri, Lorimer of Illinois, Heat- 
wole of Minnesota and other leaders of 
the Republican opposition, and through 
other agencies has had a thorough can- 
vass made of the Republican side of 
the House. Tonight he is confident the 
Republicans of the House can be mar- 
shaled against yielding to the Senate 
on the main issue. The chief complaint 
of those who want to concur is that 
non-concurrence means delay, compli- 
cations, possibly a reopening of diplo- 
matic negotiations and possibly further 
concessions by Spain which will em- 
barrass the United States when the 


time for action arrives. Members 
have been labored separately with, 
and arguments against recognition 


have been reiterated and reénforced. 

Especially have been the arguments 
advanced by Senators Allison and Mor- 
gan, that if we recognize the inde- 
pendence of the existing government 
Gen, Gomez might at any time negoti- 
ate a peace with Spain which would 
leave the United States in the lurch. 
When France allied herself with us in 
the revolutionary war it was for the 
purpose of gaining our independence, 
but we were held to the compact with 
the stipulation that no peace with Great 
sgritain should be negotiated without 
consent. 

More than this, it is claimed that 
there are evidences that the Senate 
will yield to the recognition of inde- 
pendence if the House stands firm. 
Notwithstanding the large majority for 
the resolution, Senator Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts today urgently counseled the 
House leaders to reject tenaciously the 
Senate’s proposition. He assured them 
that the Senate would not hold out.

PRESIDENT’S PREROGATIVE, 


Decisions That He Alone Can Recog- 
nize Governments, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 17.—The Jour- 
nal will publish the following card from 
ex-Atty.-Gen. W. H. H. Miller: “‘As the 
question whether the recognition of a 
new government in Cuba is an execu. 
tive or legislative function has hecome 
a practical one, it may be of interest to 
know what some of the courts have 
said about the matter. 

“In Williams vs. the Suffolk company 
(3rd Sumner, 272,) the decision of the 
case turned upon the disputed sover- 
eignty of the Falkland Islands. The 
government of Buenos Ayres insisted 
that these islands were part of its do- 
minion. This the government of the 
United States denied. Justice Storey, 
being asked to decide this question as 
an original judicial question, refused 
to do sosand said: ‘My judgment is that 
this court possesses no such authority; 
that it is bound by the doctrine and 
claims insisted on by its own govern- 


ment, and that it must take them to be 
rightful until the contrary is estab- 
lished by some formal and authorized 
action of that government. 

“It is very clear that it belongs to 
the executive department of our guv- 
ernment to recognize from time to time 
any new governments which may arise 
in the political revolutions of the world; 
and until such new governments are s9 
recognized they cannot be admitted by 
our courts of justice to have or to exer- 


cise common rights and prerogatives 
of sovereignty.’ 
“To this proposition Justice Storey 


cites Celston vs. Hoyt (34d Wheaton, 
346,) and a number of English cases. 
The same case in which this opinion 
was delivered-by Justice Storey, hav- 


ing been brought before the Supreme | 
Court, Justice Emelian (13th Pet., 415,) |

With a foreign nation, assume a fact in 
relation to the sovereignty of any isl- 
and or country, it is conclusive on the 
judicial department, and it is not ma- 
terial to inquire, nor is it the province 
of the court to determine, whether the 
Executive be right or wrong. It is 
enough to know that in the exercise of 
his constitutional functions he has de- 
cided the questions. Having done this, 
under the responsibilities which belong 
to him, it is obligatory on the people 
and the government of the Union.’ 

“In the case of, Luther vs. Morden 
(ith Howard, 1,) the- question for 
decision was which of the two alleged 
governments was the true State gov- 
ernment of Rhode Island. It was there 
held that, under the Constitution re- 
quirement, that the United States 
guarantee to each State a republican 
government it was for Congress to de- 
cide what government is established in 
the State before it can determine 
whether it is republican or not, and 
that therefore the act 
which had been passed was in the case 
controlling. Buk Chief Justice Taney, 
sreeking for the court in that case, 
said: ‘In the case of the foreign na- 
tions the government acknowledged by 
the President is always recognized in 
the courts of justice, and this principle 
has been applied by the act of Con- 
gress to the sovereign States of the 
Union. It is said that this power in the 
President is dangerous to liberty, and 
may be abused. All. power may he 
abused if placed in unworthy hands, 
But it would be difficult, we think, to 
point out any other hands in which this 
“power would be more safe, and at the 
same time equally effectual..’ 

“Again only a few years ago, in 
Jones vs. the United States (137. U. S. 
202,) in which the question for discus- 
sion was as to the sovereignty of the 
United States over Nevassa, a small 
island in the Carribean Sea, Justice 
Gray delivered the opinion of the court 
cited, and quoted with approval the 
language of Justice McLean, above 
set forth. These seem to indicate 
pretty clearly the trend of judicial 
opinion on this question,

Gen. Coppinger Leaves Omaha for

When the men of the regu- 
lar and volunteer armies go into action 
they will wear around their necks little 
tags of aluminum, by which they may 
be identified if found later on the fleld 
of battle. In the last war it was often 
impossible to properly identify dead 
soldters, and thousands were buried in 
graves marked “unidentified.” | 

The War Department has prepared 
this system of identification, and it has 
been decided that on each tag shall be 
a numeral assigned each man on the 
muster rolls, with the letter of his com- 
pany, battery or troop and his regi- 
ment. These tags will be sent to 
troops in the South when it is evident 
a fight is on hand. In the civil war the 
officers of some regiments had little 
silver shields inscribed with the wear- 
er’s name, rank and regiment. 
GEN. LEW WALLACE VOLUN- 

TEERS.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Gen. Lew Wallace has 
formally withdrawn from the race for 
United States Senator and has an- 
nounced that he will enter the army to 
fight for Cuban independence. This 
step has been under consideration for 
some time, and the general having 
reached the conclusion that war is a 
certainty, in his notice to his friends, 
says that he would esteem it a great 
henor in times of peace to represent 
Indiana in the higher branch of Con- 
gress, but in time of war, the duty of 
every American calls him where he can 
be most efficient, and for that reason 
he has laid aside his political ambitions 
till the peril which now threatens has 
passed. Gen. Wallace held the rank of 
major-general in the army during the 
latter days of the rebellion, and recently | 
he addressed a letter to the President, 
offering his services in event of war.

Illusive Hope of Combination With 
Insurgents Against the United 


Thinks Peace Possible. | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, April 18.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Madrid correspondent of 
the Times, telegraphing Friday, says 
that throughout its recent negotiations 
with the United States with reference 
to Cuba, the Spanish government has 
never taken a firmer stand than at 
yesterday’s council. If President Mc- 
Kinley, by issuing his last message, has 
set his seal upon his country’s claim 
to intervention in Cuba, so do the 
Spanish Ministers” respond by. finally 
setting .their seal upon their country’s 
flat rejection. 

The nature of the intervention ap- 
pears to be immaterial. The drastic 
decisions of the council are taken by 
the public at what will probably prove 
their full value.

NO PEACEFUL SOLUTION, 


Illusive Hopes of European Inter. 
vention Go Glimmering.

Cable.] The Madrid correspondent of 
the Times, telegraphing Sunday, says: 
“In official circles today there is an 
impression that rupture of negotiations 
may not take place quite as soon as 
was expected two days ago, but it 
cannot be said that the prospects of 
peace are improved. Among the lead- 
ing representatives. of all parties, there 
is a unanimous opinion that the United 
States will accept nothing less than 
a termination of Spanish sovereignty 
in Cuba, and as any concession of 
the kind is considered utterly incom- 
patible with national honor, war seems 
inevitable, unless some unknown deus 
ex machine should intervene sud- 

denly. 

“A few sanguine people imagine that 
Europe may awake to the dangers of 
aggressive pan-Americanism and rec- 
ognize in Spain the champion of the 
vital European interests of the future. 
In that case the deus ex machine 


1 would naturally take the form of*col- 


lective intervention by the great pow- 
ers, but such illusions are not in- 
dulged in by practical statesmen, ‘Nor 
do these attribute much 
to the rumors of the insurgents mak- 


ing terms with the autonomous gov- 
ernment to avert annexation by 
America. 

“It is no doubt probable that the 


insurgents were disagreeably surprised 
by the terms of President McKinley’s 
message, Which vetoes’. their inde- 
pendence. 

‘“‘Nowhere can I perceive any indica- 
tion of a peaceful solution acceptable 
to both parties. Gen, Woodford, the 
American Minister, is reported to be 
most anxious to avoid a confiict, and 
still to be not without hope; but offi- 
cially he remains absolutely quiet. 
The patience of the country at large 
is rapidly exhausting itself, to judge 
by telegrams from the provinces; more 
or less extensive demonstrations of the 
popular feeling taking! place in many 
cities.”’ 


SPANISH REPORT. 


Says the Maine Explosion was In- 
ternal,

LONDON, April 17.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Madrid correspondent § of 
the Daily Mail says the situation is 
identical with that of Saturday. The 
ministers believe that by Wednesday 
or Thursday the two houses of Con- 
gress will have definitely agreed as to 
the line of action, and that the course 
of events will then depend upon Pres- 
ident McKinley. | 

In official circles it is said that the 
Cuban rebels are waiting for the out- 
come of affairs in the United States 
before deciding on a line of conduct. 
If America decides to recognize the in- 
dependence of Cuba they will carry 
on the campaign with greater vigor 
than before. If, on the other hand, 
armed intervention only is to be rec- 
ommended with the prospect of an- 
nexation to follow, there will be such 
a feeling of disgust among them that 
they will prefer a pacific solution of 
the trouble by means of a promise of 
a fuller measure of autonomy. 

It is believed in political circles that 
the debates in the two chambers will 
be very brief, and that no party of any 
shade of opinion will refuse to grant 
the government the fullest financial as- 
sistance in case of an international con- 
flict. 

The Spanish report of the Maine ex- 
plosion will be published tomorrow or 
next day. It is said to be very techni- 
cal, but to prove that the disaster orig- 
inated from an interior cause. It prac- 
tically shows that the Americans con- 
cealed documents and refused to pro- 
duce proofs for joint use, as the Span- 
ish freely did, thus showing their own 
good faith. 

Stringent orders have been issued to 
the provincial government to suppress 
any disturbance of an anti-American 
character.

Spanish Mob and Spanish Gendar- 
mes Mix at Malaga.

MALAGA, April 17.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The rioting which broke out 
yesterday was continued,last evening. 
The gendarmes charged the mob fre- 
quently, and the rioters returned their 
attacks with volleys of stones. 

Many persons were bruised and nu- 
merous arrests made. The city is quiet 
this morning. 

The audience applauded, and in a 
few minutes spontaneously cleared the 
theater. From there the several con- 
tingents and people noisily paraded the 
streets. The demonstrations contin- 
ued until an advanced hour of the 
night, the police being powerless. 
Saturday morning the American Con- 
sulate looked from the outside as if 
it had been wrecked. The commotion 
was renewed early Saturday. Several 
gsroups carried with them banners 
upon which had been printed repre- 
sentations of the pig, now treated in 
Spain as an emblem of America, and 
as synonymous with Americans. 

The mounted infantry civil guard 
has been called out, and the police 
took positions in the $rincipal streets. 
At noon Saturday the demonstration 
had practically ended, although the 
people occasionally indulged in patriotic 
cries, and the streets were full. —- 

The Malaga correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, in a later dispatch dated 
Saturday night, says that by order of 
the government, the local authorities 
of Malaga waited upon the American 
Consul with an apology for the insults. 
The escutcheon has replaced. 
The press strongly denounces the oc- 
currences, which, it is pointed out, are 
likely to intensify the strained rela- 
tions between the two countries. The 
popular demonstrations were again re- 
newed, but the authorities acted ener- 
getically. 


WRECK OF THE CONSULATE. 

: [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, April 17.—The Malaga cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says that 
at about 10 o’clock Friday evening u 
large group of young people, who had 
already met in another part of the 
town for the purpose of organizing a 
demonstration, arrived, in front of the 
American Consulate and began to cheer 
for Spain. They did not at this stage ut- 
ter any cry against the United States. 
The Chief of Police endeavored to dis- 
perse them, but only succeeded in driv- 
ing the crowd from the front of the 
Consulate. The mob then paraded along 
the Calle de Larses, the most fre- 
quented street in Malaga, and accom- 
panied by a very large crowd reassem- 
bled in the Plaza de la Constitucion. 
The civil Governor and Mayor of the 
town hastened to the spot to calm the 
people, and were received with wild 
cheering, but in the meantime a group 
posted themselves opposite the Amer- 
ican Consulate. They: carried a Spanish 
banner, and after uttering many pa- 
triotic cries, began to throw stones at 
the building. All the windows we 
smashed, and a part of the furniture 
of the Consulate seriously damaged. 
When the crowd was at the height of 
its frenzy, a ladder was brought. and 
a man, getting hold of the American 
escutcheon, threw it to the ground 
amid immense cheering. The escutch- 
eon was paraded as a trophy through 
the streets, and ultimately carried to 
the crowded Plaza de la Constitucion, 


where its appearance created great en- 
thusiasm. 

The Governor,’ warned by telephone, 
made his appearance. Then some one 


cried: ““‘When the country is in danger , 
no theatrical representation ought to | 


be given.” 


RIOTING NOT COURAGEOUS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, April 17.—The Imparcial, 
referring to the attack upon the Amer- 
ican Consulate at Malaga, deplores the 
outrage as necessarily calling for 
apologies, and warns the Malagaefios 
against provoking a war which Spain 
would avoid if possible.’ The Imparcial 
adds: ‘‘Rioting is no proof of courage. 
The Greeks made demonstrations many 
days in Athens, but this did not pre- 
vent them from quickly forsaking the 
heights of Thessaly. The Spaniards 
should enter the conflict like gentle- 
men, and not like ruffians.”’ 

WHAT CONTRABAND MEANS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The action 
of Great Britain in declaring coal to be 
a contraband of war, as reported from 
Jamaica, is said to have a significance 
different from that attached to it in 
the dispatches. As explained in a high 
diplomatic quarter, such an _ order 
would not prevent a vessel of either 
Spain or the United States from tak- 
ing coal at Kingston or any other port 
in the West Indies. Even when this 
article is contraband, it is said to be 
usual to permit of vessels of a belliger- 
ent power to take aboard = sufficient 
coal to carry her to the next _ port. 
Once out of the port, however, the ves- 
sel takes her chances with her contra- 
band cargo, and it is liable to seizure 
as contraband of war while en route to 
a port of the belligerent power. 

Applying this rule to the present 
case, it is said that if a Spanish ship 
went to Kingston for coal she would 
be able to carry a supply sufficient to 
carry her to Porto Rico or’ Cuba. 
When once away from Kingston, how- 
éver, the vessel and her cargo would 
be subject to seizure by United States 
ships. The same rule, it is said, would 
apply in case a ship of Great Britain 
or any other country which was en- 
gaged in carrying such a contraband 
article. The flag would protect the 
ship as a whole, but it would not pro- 
tect the contraband article on board, 
the ship being subject to search and 
seizure of the contraband article. 

This rule would apply equally, it is 
said, to ships taking coal in Kingston 
for the use of the United States naval. 
vessels. In effect, however, the rule 
would be applicable to ships of Spain, 
as the United States vessels need’ not 
look to British Indies for their coal 
supplies, whereas Spanish’ vessels 
would rely upon this, as well as other 
West Indian ports for supplies. 


SANGUINE DIPLOMAT 


Thinks the Powers Will Restore 
Peace Soon,

‘UNCERTAINTY. 


(CONTINUED FROM SECOND PAGE.) 


The negotiations are proceeding with- 
Cut interruption,, and success is still 
Possible. Personally I must say it will 
he very difficult to maintain peace, and 
the excitement on both sides of the 
“ilantic is too strong to be opposed suc- 
Cessfully by the governments. But 
What I am certain of is this: That there 
will be no real war in the ordinary 
sense of the word. Hestilities will end 
ilinost as soon as they begin, because 
I-urope will mediate between the bel- 
ligerents under conditions which will 
tend to be extremely favorable to peace 
with honor for both sides. It is then 
that the marked moderation of the 
Spanish government will bear fruit. 

““The idea of armed intervention by 
Europe is absurd and unfounded. Not 
one power is dispcsed to support such 
a Suggestion, although all admit that 
from the point of view of international 
law, Spain is in the right and the 
United States in the wrong. It seems 
to me, therefore, that Spain will yet 
enjoy an opportunity of trying the ex- 
periment of Cuban autonomy.’ 

“The ministers are certain that their 
moderate peaceful policy, which has 
made a great impression upon Europe, 
will sooner or later bear good fruit and 


that the prospect of peace is not yet 


disposed of. At all events negotiations 
between the representatives of the 
powers continue, and great hopes are 
placed in them.” 


WILL CLEAR THE ATMOSPHERE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. | 

MADRID, April 17, 8:30, p.m.—The 
ministerial El. Correo, commenting 
upon thes United States Senate resolu- 
tions, calls the attention to the ‘‘unex- 
pectedly large majority.” It believes 
the existence of the minority resolu- 
tion, joined with other resolutions, may 
lead the committee to agree to replace 
the independence proposition with one 
for immediate intervention. 

“Even presuming the final resolution 
passed, in that form,” continues El 
Correo, “well-informed judges believe 
that President McKinley would not give 
immediate effect to them, preferring 
further negotiations. Nevertheless, the 
optimis‘s' views do not warrant the 
Statement that the problem is greatly 
ameliorated. If the two houses of Con- 
&ress vete a compromise tomorrow or 
Tuesday, President McKinley’s action 
will soon clear the atmosphere.” 

SPANISH PRESS COMMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, April 17.—Perfect quiet 
reigns in Madrid, though the streets 
are thronged with promenaders. The 
Epoca (Conservative,) referring to out- 
breaks of popular feeling in the pro- 
‘Vincial towns, counsels the government 
to deal gently with the rioters, con- 
sidering the provocation received from 
the American public. It urges the 
' Spanish government to continue its dig- 
nified attitude, standing shoulder io 
skoulder in defense of the nation’s 
rights. 

The Epoca says that only students 
took part in ‘the demonstration at 
Barcelona, but that the revolutionary 
eleinent was at the bottom of the out- 
break in Malaga.

POWERS TOO BUSY TO 
SERIOUSLY. 


EUROPEAN

Sranish Colony Will Leave Tampa 
for Havena on an American 
Vessel Chartered by Minister 
Polo. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Span- 
ish Minister, Sefor Polo, today closed 
-a charter for an American steamer of 
the Plant Line, which will carry prac- 
tically the entire Spnish colony of 
Tompa to Havana tomorrow. In making 
tre charter, the Minister gove assur- 
ance that in case of hostilities the 
stcamer would b2 cleared from Ha- 
vana given ample prctection, and al- 
lowed to return to an Amercan port. 
The Spanish party will number 408, 
mest of them young men who have of- 
fered their services in the- Spanish 
army in case of war. Some women and 
children are included, as they are @ 
part of the colony making the move, 
and jt is said also that hastilitv to the 
Spanish residents in that locality has 
heeomre marked of late. The Consul 
and Viece-Consul, with two assistants, 
remain at Tampa. 

The Spanish Minister had a compar- 
atively quiet Sunday, having time to 
drive with the Swedish Minister, the 
two having heen associated in the diplo- 
matie service twenty-five years. Sefior 
Polo received 2a, number of dispatches 
from Ma-lrid, but developed no 
new pheses of the question, and @id 
not bear ove the reports that Spain 
would scek the good offices of the 
Tnited States in case the House reso- 
lution became a law. No official infor- 
mation has heen received here as to 
the reported negotiations with Gen. 
Comez toward his surrender, although 
there is no disposition to discredit the 
report. 

At the embassies and legations of the 
grcvat powers, the unusual activity of 
the last three weeks was noticeably 
relexcd, as it has now come to be ac- 
cepted in these quarters that there will 
he no action, certainly none of a radi- 
ealfcharacter toward mediation or in- 
tervention between Spain and the 
United States. While the recent ex- 
change of notes was in progress some 
of the embassies here were open nightly 
until 2 a,m., in connection with the ef- 
fort of the powers to get together. This 
proved unavailing, and as one of the 
. members of the Diplomatic Corps said 
tonight: “The powers too many 
troubles of their own to permit them 
to reach a concert in this affair.” 

The Austrian Minister gave a diplo- 
matic dinner tonight, the British and 
French ambassadors, the Russian and 
the Spanish Ministers heipg among the 
guests. The gathering Was purely of 
a social character. 


STIR AT KEY WEST.

KEY WEST, April 17.—The arrival of 
Cos. A and G of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fanty aroused Key West from tropical 
lethargy, and this Sunday has been 
marked by unwonted stir.

AUTONOMISTS SEEK A CONFER- 
ENCE WITH INSURGENTS, 


Havana Expecting a Fight and Im- 
patient For the First Shot—The 
Giovernor’s Family Leaves for 
Mexico in Haste, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

HAVANA, April 17.—This morning 
Sefiors Pedro Rabell, Colonial Secre- 
tary of Posts and Communications, 
Dolz Giberg and Leopold Scola, a well- 
known lawyer designated by the au- 
tonomists’ government as a parliament- 
ary committee to approach the insur- 
gent leaders in eastern Cuba, left by 
rail for Batabano, from which point 
they will proceed by coast steamer to 
Santa Cruz del Sur, to ascertain 
whether the insurgent government in 
the province of Puerto del Principe will 
accept the armistice. 
will propose a neutral zone and place of 
meeting. Sefiors Jchn Ramirez and 
Silvestre Anaclada, prominent autono- 
mists, have been appointed by the com- 
mittee with the same end in view, They 
left this morning for Santa Cruz del 
Sur, where it is said they will use their 
influence in the name of the autonimist 
party, but independently of the parlia- 
mentary commission. 

Gen. Blanco had a conference with 
the president and_ secretary of the 
Commercial Chamber shortly after the 
action ~* the American Senate began to 
be reported about the city, with refer- 
ence to the commercial interests in- 
volved. Authorities of ,all classes 
called at the palace, and Gen. Blanco 
conferred with the chiefs of the politi- 
cal parties. 

This afternoon the Spanish steamer 
Villaverde sailed for Mexico with 112 
passengers, among them the families of 
Senior Bruzon, Civil Governor of Ha- 
vana. |

SUDDENLY PEACEABLE.

Hostilities. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.] 


LONDON, April 17.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Madrid correspondent of 
the Standard says: “‘The vote in the 
Senate has caused a most unfavorable 
impression in Madrid, as closing the 
door to an understanding of any kind 
being arrived at between the Spanish 
and American governments. Should 
President McKinley indorse either the 
idea of recognition of Cuba, or. of 
armed intervention, no Spanish govern- 
ment could tolerate either of .these 
courses without risking the gravest 
consequences in Spain. | 

“The unseemly precipitation of the 
American parliament leads Spain to 
believe that such an aggressive and 
provoking policy simply aims at mak- 
ing a rush into a conflict before the 
results of the suspension of hostilities 
with the insurgent chiefs to pavé the 
way for their submission, even at the 
price of considerable concessions, can 
be known. 

“A decisive turn in the relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States is 
expected to be reached toward the 
end of the week, when, resolutions 
having been finally adopted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
President McKinley will lay the Ameri- 
can pretensions before the Spanish 
government, demanding a reply. on 
the principal points for settlement in 
the Cuban question, and 4 cessation of 
all naval and military reinforcements 
which would imply a possibility of a 
renewal and prolongation of the strug- 
gle in Cuba. All such pretensions are 
subject to protest, and a firm refusal 
on the part of Spain, who will, how- 
ever, do nothing aggressive in reply, 
as the government and nation are de- 
termined to fix upon the United States 
the whole responsibility of provoking 
war against this country, which has 
made every honorable concession to 
preserve peace, short of a surrender 
of its rights and territory. 

“TIndoubtedly the government will 
have the cordial and enthusiastic sup- 
port of Parliament, press and public 


opinion—and even the opposition of 
every shade of opinion—if America 
drives Senior Sagasta’s Cabinet to 


adopt an attitude of resistance. 

“The suppressed exasperation against 
the United States is daily assuming 
more intensity among all classes. 
With praiseworthy alacrity, the gov- 
ernment expressed to Gen. Woodford 
its regret -at the outrage against the 
American vice-consulate at Malaga, 
and telegraphed the civil Governor to 
call upon the Vice-Consul, express re- 
gret, and promise that the authors of 
the outrage should be promptly pun- 
ished. 

“In Madrid, Malaga, Valencia and 
Barcelona the government has warned 
the provincial authorities since March 
24 to be on their guard to protect the 
American Consulates and residences, 
and it is determined to maintain or- 
Ger with severity, if necessary. At 
Parcelona the students renewed their 
diszraceful behavior yesterday, but 
fortunately, a majority of the inhabi- 
tants, and especially the working 
classes, held aloof, which allowed the 
police easily to disperse the rioters and 
protect the Consulates. The rector has 
closed the university for an indefinite 
period, and his conduct is ap- 
proved in Barcelona and Madrid.” 

THE REBELLION SPREADING.

LONDON, April 18.—A special dis- 
patch from Singapore says that the 
Spanish steamer Leo XIII, from Manila, 
has arrived there crowded with Span- 
ish officials and well-to-do Spanish 
families, who are escaping from the re- 
bellion, which is spreading rapidly in 
the Philippines. They report tha:

Bank of England Doing Everything 
to Attract Gold.

Uncertainty is tne main 
feature in the money markei, the ease 
or stringency of the near future de- 
pending upon peace or war between 
Spain and the United States. The 
Bank of England is doing everything 
to attract gold. The stock market 
is quiet, owing to the timidity felt. in 
view of the political uncertainty.

Consols are a half lower, and 
English railways show a decline of 
from 1 to 1%.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) April 17.—Charles 
H. Walker, third mate of the steam 
whaler Orca, arrived here today after 
one of the most remarkable trips 
record, He left Point Barrow, Aloska, 
the first of last November w.th 
Indians and a dog team, and. followed 
the shore line of the Arctic Ocean to 
the mouth of the MeWenzie River, 
Which he ascended, reaching civilization 
at Edmonton. 

Mr. Walker brings advices from the 
ice-imprisoned whaling fleet one month 
later than C. F. Tilton, who came out 
by way of St. Michaels, arriving here 
several days ago. Mr. Walker brings 
an appeal from the captains of the 
whalers at Point Barrow to the Pacific 
Coast Steam Whaling Company, to use 
every effort to get supplies to them by 
the Ist of July. They knew nothing 
of the government expedition now on 
its way. There are, Mr. Walker says, 
186 people at Point Barrow, who by 
living short rations, will have 
enough supplies to last them until the 
Ist of July. The whalers east of Point 
Barrow are in better circumstances. 
Besides having plenty of provisions, 
they have a large stock at Herschel! 
Island to draw on. 

Mr. Walker confirms the report of 
the loss of the Orca and the burning 
of the Freeman. 

All the vessels east of Point Barrow 
are safely anchored. 

The Fearless and the Newport are 
situated ninety-five miles east of Point 
Barrow off Tonicent Point. The tender 
Genie is still further east at Pitt Point. 
The Belvidere is at Sea Horse Rapids. 
The Norwhal, Blutys, Grampus, Beal- 
ema are at Bailey Island. 

From the mouth of the McKenzie 
River to Edmonton, Mr. Walker's trip 
was without special interest, but he 
had a very hard trip from Point Bar- 
row to the mouth of the river. Owing 
to the scarcity of provisions at Point 
Barrow, he started out with but a 
smail amount, trusting to the chances 
of killing sufiicient meat on the read. 
For three days previous to reaching 
Herschel Island he was practically 
without food. |

WHITEHEAD TORPEDO.

DESCRIPTION OF A DEADLY NAVAL 
INSTRUMENT, 


Like a Great Fish It Rushes Under 
Water to the Vulnerable Part of 
a Vessel—How the Torpedo Is 
Launched, 


[New York Sun:] The popular mind, 
if called on to give its conception of the 
torpedo, would probably yield only a 
confused idea. There are some persons 
to whom the Holland boat stands for 
a gigantic sort of torpedo, and there 
are others to whom the torpedo calis up 
only the hazy image of some kind of a 


bombshell. There is a deal of glib talk 
about these modern devices for death 


and destruction, but it is based largely 
on misinformation or on no information 
at all. 

The torpedo is the triumphant and 
crowning effert of man’s destructive 
genius. The dynamite gun is a creation 
of immense but unknown and uncertain 
power; the submarine mine is at best 
but a torpid ambush; but the torpedo is 
an intelligent mechanism, moving itself 
on its fatal errand and guiding its own 
way with delicate accuracy., The tor- 
pedo today is a steel fish, alive and 
deadly. 

The torpedo is the automobile, and 
the name defines its nature. Speaking 
in general terms, it is a cigar-shaped 
projectile shot out of a tube from any 
height up to fifteen feet above the sur: 
face of the water. Clear of the tubé 
which launches it, it dives, assumes a 
horizontal position at a depth of per- 
heps ten or fiftecn feet below tne wat- 
er’'s surface, and travels at a high rate 
of speed, propelled by. its Cwn engines 
toward the object aimed at when It 
was leunched. There is a heavy charge 
of high expt s in the forward part 
of the projectile, and this explodes on 
econtact with the target or a sufficiently 
heavy intervening cbject. The maxi- 
mum speed with which the torpedo 
travels is ubovut thirty Knots an hour, 


and its maximum effective: range is 
about half a mile. 

This is a general outline of what the 
torpedo is and does, It may be said 


that up to five years ago this engine of 
destruction had hardly passed the ex- 
perimental stages. At that time the 
United States navy did not have a tor- 
pedo on a single ship. Tne ships of other 


navies carried them, but our govern- 
ment was still making testsato deter- 
mine the practicability of this diaboli- 
cal engine cf warfare. It may have been 
also, that our tardiness was due some- 
what to the fact that the government 
wished, if possible, to adopt a torpelo 
of American make.

An obvious fact in connection with 
the use of the. torpedo is that if .it 
misses aim, or falls short, it does not 
explode, and may be used again. [¢ is 
not so obvious, but it is a corollary, 
that if a dummy head of equal weight 
with the warhead is substituted, the 
torpedo may be launched any number 
of. times. This is a serviceable fact, 
for the following reasons: No two tor- 
pedoes secure exactly the same adjust- 
ment of weights, measures and ma- 
chinery. 

It is extremely desirable, then, to 
know just what each torpedo will do 


under a given set of conditions, and, aa 
a matter of fact, this knowledge is 
carefully obtained. Every torpedo in 
use in the navy has its record sent with 
it. This means that in action it would 
be known, among other things, just 
how great would be a particular tor- 
pedo's lateral or vertical deviation in 
any number of yards, what would be 
its speed, and how far it could travel 
effectively. 

Apart from the important matter of 
securing these records, practice with 
the torpedoes is very necessary. Much 
depends upon a right finding of dis- 
tance, setting the 
mechanism for the proper depth, and 
allowance for deviations, and only prac- 
tice is of any help in these things. The 
singular, matter deviation offers a 
considerable problem, for accurate as 
the torpedo is in its flight, up toa cer- 
tain distance, it is accurate only after 
due allowances have been made. 

The difference “in ection imparted 
to a torpedo launched into relatively 
inert water from a moving ship is cer- 
tainly not a negligible difference. And 
it is apparent that as the torpedo goes 
on its way there is going to be a loss 
of weight through the exhaustion of air. 
It may be said passing, that the 
probability of deflection and, deviation 
is admitted, and the contracts for the 
torpedoes fix maximum variations, 
which a torpedo must not exceed to 
come up to the standard.

ABOVE HIGH-WATER MARK, 

Many curious inquiries are received 
by Tur Times eastern people, 
whose ideas of Southern California 
are often exceedingly vague. One ot 
the most curious of these wmissives 
came to hand a few days ago, from 
Philadelphia, as follows: 

“fT have had a ‘dispute with a friend 
relative to Los Angeles, and would. be 
pleased to have you decide the same. 
The writer contends that he read .an 
article in your paper, descriptive ot 
Los Angeles, in which you stated that 
it was four feet below the ‘evel of 
the sea, and his friend disputes the 
same, on the ground that the ios An- 
geles River cannot run up hill.” 

The printed envelope forwarded by 
the Philadelphia correspondent shows 
that he deals, among other things, in 
prune juice, in bulk. There is, how- 
ever, no reason to suppose that there 


is any necessary connection between 
this fact and the nature of the above 


inquiry. 

The point advanced by this corre- 
spondent regarding the Los Angeles 
River is well taken. If Los Angeles 
were below the level of the sea, we 
should have had no San Pedro or 
Santa Monica Harbor question, but 
should, long ere this have had a 
deep-water harbcr out in the western 
addition. It is difficult to conceive 
how the friend of this correspondent 
should have gathered such an _ erro- 
neous impression from article 
published in’ TIMEs. The only 
possible explanation appears to be that 
he has been reading’ something about 
the Colorado Desert, a portion of 
which remarkable region is, not four 
feet, but 260 feet below sea _ level. 
However, that section is more than a 
hundred miles from Les’ Angeles. 
This city is about two hundred and 
seventy feet above sea level—well, 
above high-water. mark. 


TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


The value of commercial and tech-. 


schools has’ been strikingly 
shown in Germany during the past 
few years. The sudden rise of that 
country in commercial importance has 
led to general inquiry as to the cause 
for such rapid advance. A few years 
ago the English government sent a 
study into 
and report upon this question. Some 
of its members lately visited Germany 
a second time, to observe the changes 
which had taken place in the interval 
that had elapsed since their first 
visit. Their observations were of such 
a kind, and their recommendations 
were so eloquent in behalf of a de- 
velopment and expansion of a system 
of technical schools and colleges in 
England that that country has been 
putting forth efforts to improve its 
educational condition ever since. Tech- 
nical schools have been established in 
many of the smaller industrial towns, 
something up to this date unheard ct 
there, for even in the largest cities 
the opportunities for such instruction 
are very meager, indeed. ; 

There is a lesson in this for the 
United States.

WALL STREET NOT EXCITED. 

- The imminence of war, according 
to Henry Clews, has not served to 
create any great degree of excitement 
in Wall street. Notwithstanding the 
generally prevalent conviction § that 
war cannot be avoided, stocks have 
continued remarkably firm. American 
securities, especially, have shown 
unexpected steadiness, and there has 
been but little inclination on the part 
of holders to realize on them.

THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT. : 

Sinee the days of the Romans, Great 
Britain is the only country that has 
thorcughly understood the art of colo- 
nizing. Other nations conquer -forcign 
lands from time to time, and either 
hold the inhabitants down by brute 
On 
the other hand, England, as soon as 
she hes conquered a country, seeks to 
develop its resources to the utmost, 
with the aid of its inhabitants. 

An return, furnishing the 
statistics of Egypt under the British 
authority, has lately been issued at 
Cairo, which gives in a condensed 
form the,facts and figures that go to 
show the material benefit of English 
supervision. In the period since 1882 
it seems that the population of Egypt 


has increased about 2,900,000, or 45 
per cent. While the area of culti- 


veted land has increased 13 }er cent., 
the aggregate land tax is $425,000 
less than it was when England as- 
sumed control, and the average tax 
on each “feddan” (the Egyptian lana 
measure,) Which was then nearly 
$5.50, is now less than $4.40. On the

Pulpit Editorials, | 


[Delivered by Dr. Frank Crane at Trinity 
Church, Chicago, preceding the usual ser- 
mon Sunday, April 17, 1898.] 
Opportunity of Anglo-Saxon, 

In these days of wars and rumors of 
wars the Christian man looks most 
earnestly for some indication of such 
a development of the power of civili- 
zation as shall forever put a stop to 
war. There has never been an armed 
conflict of late years which few ;ma- 


tions of Christendom eeuld not have 
prevented if they had ‘got together,” , 


The consequences of international hos- 
tilities have become so world-wide in 
their bearings. that no two nations 
should be allowed to fight out their is- 
sue with the tremendous modern in- 
struments of destruction, The time has 
come for a new coalition of independent 
governments, not to further their own 
plans of aggrandizement, but to com- 
pel the solution of every diplomatic 
problem by the peaceful arbitrament of 
legal forms. And no. countries are so 
well prepared to assume this mightly 
responsibility as are those peopled by 
the Anglo-Saxon race. Great Britain 
and America are able to declare to a 
troubled earth that ‘‘war shall be no 
more; and there is no question but 
that this declaration would receive the 
cordial support of public opinion of 
English-speaking men everywhere. 
Teuton, Slav and Gallican might blus- 
ter in offended pride against this as- 
sumption of authority, but they could 
not stand against the combined power 
of the English people.— 


John Fiske, in his ‘‘American Polit- 
ical Ideas,’ and Josiah Strong, in his 
“Our Country,” indicate in a popular 
way the rapidly growing predominancy 
of the English people. This race is in 
control of practically all the “new 
land” of the globe; it is the multiplying, 
populating stock: it is fighting stock, 
too. Let it take its stand upon this 
platform, which appeals to the deep 
moral sense of its population, and it 
could present to the world a weight of 
both influence and arms that would 
easily insure the supremacy of law, It 
would be, of course, much better were 
all the leading nations to agree to 
ground arms, but conflicting jealousies 
and the stubborness of race prejudice 
render the hope of such a consumma- 
tion chimerical. It seems that only by 
an overwhelming show of force can 
force be abolished. And it would also 
seem that God has raised up this pow- 
erful race, rich in material resources, 
strong in battle, and endowed with pro- 
found ethical convictions, for just such 
a time as this. There could be no fit- 
ter close to the reign of Victoria, whose 
influence has always been against vio- 
lence, than to inaugurate some such 
union of all English people. One by one 
the rest of the nations would be glad 
to gain admission into this kind of a 
league, the curse of militarism would 
be at last removed, and, touched by 
the golden spur of peace, this sub- 
lunary humankind would bound on- 
ward to a glorious goal. 


The strong words 
poet, Alfred Austin, kindle responsive 
fires in many breasts this side the sea. 
This idea of an English coalition may 
be “but sentiment,’’ but, so it be pro- 
found enough, there is dynamics in 
sentiment to make men go gayly to 
death, to shake thrones, to do and dare 
the highest and proudly to endure the 
worst. Neither is there a worthier 
sentiment than this, born of blood kin, 
nurtured in a common literature, in- 
spired by one religion; for it is not the 
Sentiment of a, sentimental folk, but of 
those given to habitual repression, a 
folk who both can feel and strike hard. 


It is blood against blood in this day. 


‘The tenedency of political evolution has 


been to dissolve nations that are mere 
artificial compacts of different races. 
Austro-Hungary is a surviving in- 
stance of such a heterogenous nation- 
ality, and recent events have shown 
how unstable is its solidarity, and in 
what imminent danger is the unnatural 
union of German, Slav and Magyar 
communities, having different  lan- 
guages, customs and ideas, with noth- 
ing in common but the machinery that 
rules them. Through the genius of Bis- 
marck, and as a consequence of the 


‘Franco-Prussian war, nearly all Ger- 


mans are of Germany: so Frenchmen 
are everywhere of France, and Ttal- 
ians are of Italy. Spain and England 
remain dismembered, and while Span- 
ish intolerence and rapacity is good 
yveason for her colonies maintaining their 
attitude of independence and almost 
hfstility to Snain, no such reason ex- 
ists between the United States of Amer- 
ica and the mother country. The 
American colony has grown to be the 
richest nation upon earth, the 
motherland has come to be as really 
democratic as the young republic. The 
two stand as equals, fitted by destiny 
for a perfect reunion. The old causes 
of separation exist no more. The hour 
has struck for unity: not unity of gov- 
ernment, which would have no advan- 
tages, but a close league for the welfare 
of mankind. 


Tt is history, also, that oneness of re- 
ligious conviction is necessary to the 
firm establishment of government. In 
other ages the mistake was made of 
endeavoring to securt this unanimity 
by forée. But now we have attained 
the desired end by the common con- 
sent of the common people. The Anglo- 
Saxon is Christian. But Christianity 
is not national; it is world-wide. We 
cannot make Christ to be a provincial 
god. “World responsibilities g@o with 
His religion. Let us, therefore, be true 
“stewards of the grace of God.” Let 
us pour out our fighting blood:in the 
only war that is blessed of heaven and 
of commen sense, the war upon war, 
I.et the combined flags of ‘‘shamrock, 
thistle and rose, and the Star-Spangled 
Ranner”’” awe itno instant abatement 
Cretan or Cuman barbarities, African 
slavery or Chinese atrocity. Let us 
send back to England’s poet a full echo 
to his own words, freighted with the 
warm consent of our hearts: 

**Kinsmery, hail! 
We severed have been vo long. 
Now let us have done with, a,wornout tale— 
The tale of an ancient wrong; 
And our friendship last long as love doth last. 


And be stronger than death is strong.’ 
“Now fling them out the breeze, 
Shamreck, thistle, end rose; 
And the Star-Snangled Banner unfurl with 
these— 
A message to friends, to foes, 
Wherever the sai's of Beace gre 
wherever the war wind blows— 


and 


A message to bond and thrall ta wake 
For. wherever we come, we twain. 
throne of the tyrant shall rock and

AUBREY BEARDSLEY. 
The career of Aubrey Beardsley fur- 
nishes \a_ striking example of the 
ephemeral quality of notoriety. True 
fame is the growth of years, the cul- 
mination of a well-rounded life work- 
ing according to the principles’ of 
truth. Beardsley popularized the pos- 
ter in England and gave it a flavor dis- 
tinctly his own. His style soon became 
a fad. Wisp-like ladies with green 
eyes and blue hair, gentlemen begin- 
ning with full vellow faces and bulbous 
attenuating below into nether 
limbs of mere mermaid flourishes, are 
unquestionably striking, but they 
eateh the eye merely by their peculiar- 
ity; they affect one simply as a new 
piece of: nonsense, and when one sees 
such a monstrosity of impossible colors 
and shaps he almost invariably expects 
te find underneath it written the “ex- 


The 
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planatory” verse of Lewis Carrol: 
“'Twas brillig! and the slithy toves 
Did gyre and gimble on the wabe; 
All mimsey were the boragoves, 

And the mome rath outgrabe!”’ 

As a result, although Beardsley’s life 
| Was short, he bade fair to outlive his 
reputation; and had he not died a 
youth he would have lived to be forgot- 
ten. Public fancy”°sometimes catches 
up a wight and in a day whirls him 
toa strange pinnacle of prominence. 
But his fall is usually as pronounced, 
if not so noticed, as his rise. Sudden 
wealth, sudden fame, sudden power, 
have spoiled many a capable man. 
The poster did not. originate with 
Beardsley and will live after him, but 
the Beardsleyesque affair has gone 
with last season’s styles of female ap- 
_ parel.

ERT. 

Dean Swift asserted that “whoever 
could make two ears of corn, or two 


ground where only one grew before, 
would deserve better of mankind, ana 
do more essential service to his coun- 
try, than the whole race of politicians 
put together.” If this be true, then 
there is no subject more important 
than the transformation of the arid 
lands of the West into beautiful farms. 
Mr. Niels E. Hansen, a special agent 
of the government, has recently re- 
turned from an extended tour through 
Asia and Europe, where he_ investi- 
gated the problem of vegetation suited 
to regions of deficient rainfall. He 
brought back with him about three Car- 
loads of seeds, besides many plants and 
roots. His labors will be of immense 
value to the country at large, and more 
particularly to those people who are in- 
terested in ‘‘the Great American Des- 
ert.”’. To turn a sandy wilderness into 
a peopled garden may well engage the 
best efforts of mankind. 

It seems, however, that there can be 
little substantial headway made to- 
ward this desired end without. the dl- 
rect assistance, and, indeed, the official 
supervision of the government, All the 
West needs is water; but the problem 
of irrigation is too immense for private 
enterprise, and even if private corpora- 
tions could accomplish this great task, 
it would undoubtedly be a bad thing; 
it would be letting the evil of irre- 
sponsible monopoly into a new oppor- 
tunity for enriching §tself at the ex- 
pense of the people. There is no dan- 
ger of the bugbear ‘‘paternalism’”’ in 
this case at least. The work is of such 
a nature that common sense #nd econ- 
omy both commend its committal to 
the hands of no less an agency than the 
nation itself. Far-seeing patriotism, in 
the very truest sense of the word can 
find no better matter to push with en- 
thusiasm than the redemption of the 
desert. The Los Angéles Times pnn- 
gently says: 

“The United States government Owns 
about 100,000,000 acres of land which 
could be made productive by means of 
irrigation, and would furnish homes for 
over 10,000,000 people. To reclaim this 
land by means of irrigation, would be 
a much more sensible project than to 
annex groups of islands out in the mid- 
dle of the Porif~ that are already set- 
tled by people who can live on two bits 
a day, and have no ambition for more. 
Moreover, it would not need the whole 
United States navy to keep this land 
from being stolen.”

HALE-MILLION FIRE. 


LIVELY TIME YESTERDAY AT 
CHARLESTOWN, MASS. 


Huge Grain Elevator Destroyed With 
Six Hundred Thousand Bushels 
of Leiter’s Grain, 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION PRECEDES 


WATCHMAN THOMAS CARROLL WAS 
PROBABLY BLOWN UP. 


The Fiery Volcano Sheds Its Burn- 
ing Brands Upon the Navy Yard, 
Sailors Called to Quarters. 

Watchman Injured, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, April 17.—The roof of 
the grain elevator at Hoosac Tunnel 
docks. Charlestown, was blown com- 
pletely off by a dust explosion at 4 
o’clock this morning, the fire that fol- 
lowed not only destroyed the remain- 
ing portion of the immense structure, 
but consumed nearly the entire con- 
tents, over 400,000 bushels of grain, 
mostly wheat. The steamer Cambro- 
man, which had just finished ioading 
at the dock was towed out, but some 
of the small tenements adjoining, and 
a building used as7~ @® distillery by 
Chain & Trull, were damaged by 
debris from the roof. The loss is esti- 
mated at nearly $500,000, well covered 
by insurance. The explosion not only 
shook up the entire city of Charles- 
town, but was noticeable in the city 
proper, and many of the suburbs. 
Three-quarters of the fire department, 
including the two horseless engines 
and the fire boats, were soon massed 
in the immediate vicinity. When the 
first firemen arrived they found some 
of the streets impassable for portions 
of the roof were in every direction. 
Great timbers had been blown a hun- 
dred feet in the air by the force of 
the explosion, and many of the up- 
per stories of neighboring houses were 
crushed by the great beams. The fire 
burned ficrcely for nearly four hours, 
When it was extinguished there was 
only a shell of the structure left, while 
bursting from every side were tons 
and tons of grain. Much of this fell 
through the pier, while practically the 
whole was so thoroughly soaked with 
water that the loss was complete. 
The grain was valued at about $400,- 
000, and the loss on the structure. is 
about $100,000. The damage to other 
property is about $50,000. 


DOUBLE KILLING. 


DRUNKEN BLACKSMITH SHOOTS A 
MEXICAN AND IS SHOT, 


Was Arrested by a Deputy Sheriff 
After the Murder, but His Vie- 
tim’s Friends Wreaked Ven- 
gzeance Just the Same. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) April 17.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The particulars 
of a double Killing at the Mogollin 
mining camp the other day, reached 
this city from private sources last 
night. Frank Kelly, who was the black- 
smith at the Confidence mine, was 
drunk and attended a ball, during the 
night having two or three quarrels. 
After the dance, Kelly and _ several 
Mexicans left for their homes,. all 
pretty drunk. They commenced quar- 
reling again, and Kelly pulled his re- 
volver and shot one of the Mexicans 
dead. William Smith, a deputy sheriff, 
was near by and immediately arrested 
Kelly, and started off with him, when 
the dead man’s friend crowded around 
the officer and Kelly, and before the 
former could realize their intentions 
Kelly fell to the ground mortally 
wounded with two bullets in his body. 
He expired in about ten minutes. : 

The men who shot Kelly immediately 
fled to the mountains, and have not 
been captured. Kelly wasa quiet man 
except when drunk. He was the son 
of the Assessor of Sierra county.

We expressed some 
doubt as to whether any accredited 
diplomatist of the nineteenth century 
would be guilty of this particular form 
of ignorant folly. But it now appears 
that we were flattering the Spaniard 
in question. He has been enlightening 
the public at Viehna, in an authorized 
interview, as to “the ,serious consee 
quences for the United States of any 
blockade of New York Harbor.” The 
Marquis—it, seems that he is a Marquis, 
and not, as we had suspected, a 
parvenu thrown up by the political 
commotion of his unfortunate country— 
is apparently not informed as_ tq 
what a blockade must be, and whom 


it affects. It must be the effectual] 
stoppage of access to a port, by 


naval force adequate to the task, and 
maintained continuously, and it af- 
fects not -merely—in this case not 
chiefly—the government to which the 
port belongs, but every. nation trading 
therewith. Spain, if favored by ex« 
treme fortune, might possibly establish 
and maintain a blockade of New York 
long enough to get the news of it ta 
Europe by cable, but before the Euros 
pean governmeats could return ine 
structions to their representatives here, 
not only the. blockade, but the blocke 
ading squadron, would be a thing of 
the past. Unquestionably, in case of 
war, Spain might do damvge along our 
coast, but an effectual blockade of New 
York is as improbable as a successful 
siege of, -say, Chicago.

“It would scem at first sight dimcult 
to reconcile chis positive and radical 
Stateinent of Jesus with His frequent 
practice in dealing with the scriptures 
of- the Oid Testament. With a superb 
assertion of authority, Jesus again and 
again se: aside the old code, both of 
ritual and moval procedure. and made 
it rank beneath a large: and truer 
principe, by which He formed His 
spiritual judgments. 

“To the theught of Jesus the world 
was full of God. The spirit of Gad 
had net shut itself in a book and once 
for all reduced the sum of divine truth 
LO a system of ceremonial and moral 
precept. Jesus made a distinction be- 
tween the moral law that inhered in 
the very nature of God's world, that 
eternal principle of righteousness that 
underies all God's motal government 
of the world, and the Mosaic law, or 
code. He sums up his meaning in one 
memorable sentence: ‘All things what- 
seever ve would that men’ sheuld do 
unto you, do ve even so unto them, for 
this is the law and the prophets.’ 

“It was in this large sense, then, that 
Jesus came not to destroy but te fulfill 
The God whose voice He heard in His 
own soul, had sunmmoned Him to carry 
on and complete the work of Moses and 
the prophets, by leading Israel, and 
through Israel mankind te the tulfill- 
meni of divine idea, which rad, for so 
many ages, been slowly unfolding itself

through the imperfect conditicns of 
Kebrew history. But the very notion 
of fulfillment, of completion, of en- 


largement, implies the previous cendi- 
tion of the incomplete and limited, a 
mingling of the transient and erroneous 
with the true and the permanent. 
“Jesus had caught a mighty vision of 
the eterna! purpose of God, which runs 
through al! history. He saw that ‘God 
is slowly developing. not a ftom of 
reiigion or a scheme of worship, but a 
holy society, made up of hely men, an 
association ef men in righteousness, a 
divine commonwealth which He called 


the ‘kingdom of heaven.” The great 
central fact in the world was @ holy 
manhood and a holy humanity. Like

“In His treatinent: the law and 
the prophet. Jesus cestroyeda only the 
wreng and imperf nterpretation of 
the jargcr iaw and ile divine prophecy 
that lav back of and gave shape iQ, 
the written words, and His apparent 
destruction was net so much io dis- 
clese the error, as to remove the error 
that the tru.h might be seen. His at- 
tiivde constructive, not destruc- 
tive. and Fis aim was to furnish some- 


tiumg positive for men to believe and 
lye rather than to loosen them from 
tier oid moorings and set them adrift 
pudderless and dazed on an unknown 
sea cf speculation. 

“Jesus sougnt to make God known 
to men, that men might give them- 
selves to Him with a mighty faith and 


a pass’orate devotion. He strove to 
get God enthroned in human life as 
the Father of Love. 


“We can all of us learn a deep les- 
son from the Master’s methods, and 
forgetting our quarrels of differences 
of the letter. strive, all of us, for the 
greater positive truths that underly 
religion.

THE EXPEDITION THAT LEFT FOR 
KOTZERUB SOUND. 


The Penelope Sailed n Week Ag0 
for San Francisco and Has Not 
Been Heard From Since Leav- 
ing San Pedro. 


PASADENA, April 17. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.| There are very many anxious 
people in this city tonight over the fact that 
the schooner Penelepe, which sailed from 
Long Beach one weck ago last Wednesday, 
bound for San Francisco, and was due to 
arrive in that city not later than last Tues- 
day, has not been heard from since she 
pussed San Pedro on the day of sailing. The 
Penelope was bound for Kotzebue Sound, 
Alaska, with a party made up of residents of 
Pasadena, Whittier and Long Beach, all well- 
knewn people, and many of them having 
families. C. C. Reynolds and Prof. Joseph 
Grinnell of this city left here for San Fran- 
cisco . last Sunday evening to join the 
scheoner there,.and in response to a tele- 
gram from interestcd parties in this city re- 
plied by Wire today that the Penelope hac 
not arrived; and neither had they heard fron. 
cr of her since she left Long Beach. This 
was what had been known as the Long Beach 
party bound for the gold fields of Alaska, and 
their destination was very much farthe 
north than most people who have gone to the 
land ef gold thought of going, and tt was 
the intention of the party to come down one 
ef the rivers rather than attempt to £0 
north, or up the river. Capt. W. V, Loc:.e, 
the master of the schooner, is a well-known 
navigator, and when he left Long Beach felt 
confident that he would arrive in San Fran- 


cisco not later than the following Tves- 
day. A gentleman residing in th's city, whe 


is personally acquainted with many members 
of the party, visited all the wharves in San 
Francisco on Tuesday afternoon, and again 
on Wednesday morn:ng last, but could not 
find any trace of the Penelope. In leaving 
San Francisco last Wednesdav. and whet 
about half an hour out he asked the officers 
of the steamer upon which he was colilns 
south if he had seen anything of the Pcnelope, 
and ff he had had bad weather on his last 
trip nerth. He was es-ured that the steame1 
ran into the edge of a heavy storm, and jus 
then a bark was seen at anchor, with but 
a@ portion of the mainmast stanéing, whi-e 
the fore and mizzen-mast were swept awey 
Close to the deck. The bark had just go 
into the harbor, and was from the south 
hence it is feared by the friends end rela: 
tives of the men on the Penelope that she 
was also caught in the storm, and being 
but about sixty-eight feet in length, she 
must have fared poorly. The officers of th 
steamer were of the ep'nion that if the 
burk was so badly injured that it would have 
been impossible for the little schooner tc 
have safely ridden out the sterm. The names 
of the party winch sailed from Long Beach 
cn the Penelope are W. L. Locke, capta-n;

Scene ata Crlifornia Indinn Ranch- 


erta, 
[San Diego Union:] Holy week at 
the Mesa Grande Rancheria was ob- 


served with all due form and ceremony 
by the faithful. Work, the Lete noir of 
the noble red man, was suspended by 
the middle of the week, and Thursday 
Wes set aside for fast and prayer. On 
Friday Father Hahn arrived frum Ban- 
ning and he officiated during the rest 


f the week. Promptly ait 3 o'clock on 
Good Friday, the Indians congregated 
at the Iglesia, or what remains of it, 
and attended solemn mass. 

All that remains. of the old church 
is a portion of the adobe walls, but 
brush fills in the gaps and also torms 
a roof, which fully answers the pur- 


pose, temporarily, of a good structure. 
The altar was covered with spotless 
linen and the beautiful drawn work of 
the Indian women. An arch, composed 
of slender willows, covered with White 
muslin and decorated with colored pa- 
pers and ribbens, was immediately in 
front of the altar. Under this arch 
the good padre talked to his dusky 
charges. while in front, on a black 
mantilla or rebozo, on the ground, lay 
an image of the Savior, which was.re- 
garded with great reverence hy the 
Indians. The floor of the church was 
mother earth, worn into a hard, irreg- 
ular surface and was innocent of seats

true?” To that Prof. Watts made 
answer as follows: 

“Assuming that either of the last 
two hypotheses is true, the. oil sand 
cught to be struck at a depth of be- 
tween 800 and 900 feet, along a line 
extending from the center of the new 
field towards the corner of Kdgeware 
road and Temple street. Moreover, the 
oil sand ought to be struck at a sim- 
ilar depth along a line extending from 
the corner of Boylston street and An- 
gelina avenue in the old field, toward 
the corner of Alpine street and Bun- 
ker Hill avenue. Prospectors should 
bear in mind, however, that these con- 
ditions may be modified by faulty, or 
by a variation ef the angle at which 
the strata dip. In the absence of rock 
exposure these geological features are 
difficult to ascertain.” 

The importance of this statement, 
coniing from one so eminently qualified 
to speak on the matter, will not be 
overlooked, Should either one or both 
of these hypotheses prove correct—and 
if one should the other is equally 
likely— it means an immense lot to the 
oil industry of Los Angeie: Prof. 
Watts, after long and potent study, is 
of the opinion that oil sands might be 
struck at a depth of from 800 to 900 
feet on continuous lines projected from 
either of the existing local fields. It 
is to be hoped that some of our enter- 
prising oil producers will, in due time, 
proceed to determine the matter. 

The market continues strong and the 
oil producers’ trusiees report having 
advanced prices at the wells to $l a@ 
barrel, Some of the heavier oils, those 
containing a large percentage of water, 
are being offered for less, but they are 
the only exceptions. P roduction is re- 
ported as being well up to the average 
of the last thirty days, but without 
Signs of increase. 

According to the Oil City Derrick, 
there is renewed activity in the Ohio 
oil fields. Wells that were pumped for 
a time and abandoned, have been deep- 
ened and are now producing more than 
they did on their first workings. One 
instanee, of many, may be here cited. 
It is in the case of one, as the Derrick 
says: “On the Whetmore farm, section 
17, Liberty township, the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany has secured another splendid well 
by drilling its No. 4 deeper. The well 
had not been producing for two or 
three years, and when put to pumping 
the second time after being shot, it 
started off at a tank per day. This 
lease is one of the oldest being oper- 
ated in the county. ; 

“There will undoubtedly he lots of 
drilling deeper done this spring in this 
old territory, where the wells were only 
drilled into the sand forty-five and fifty 
originally. They are now put 
down to seventy and 100 feet, and a salt 
water pay is found. When the water 
has been exhausted or gotten under 
control, the wells made good staying 
producers. The Cramer farm, now 
owned by Montgomery, Stitt & Co., is 
a good illustration. It was first owned 
and cperated by the Delaware Oil Com- 


pany, who passed it up two years ago 
as unprofitable. The present owners 
have cleaned out and drilled deeper 
some of the old wells, drilled a few 
new ones, and now have twelve tn 
operation, getting a tank a day from 
the farm.”
